Should the advisability of adopting 


the Declaration as a platform be seri- 
oasly entertained it would be notice to 
the world that Ihe right to liberty mid 
the pursuit to happiue»s is manured in 
the Uuited States in the ye-ir 1900. 


The mind is directed to the causes, if 


any, that are included in a suggestion 
that a national party in national con- 
vention make the fundimentHl prin- 
ciples included in our government sys- 
tem as setforlh in the declaration is- 
sues in u nat.onal camoaign. 
_ 


The declaration and the principles it 


declares are made a source of slighting 
remarks and ridicule by the ignorant 
and subservient, which in itself is not 
a matter that would give cause foi 
misgivings respecting the future but 
when it is known that these ignorant 
persons who are guilty of aui'h base- 
ness regarding matters that the peo- 
ple have from the revolution deemed 
sacred are not voio ng their conclu- 
sions but are giving forth the senti 
ments of others who direct thsir wenk 
intellects, it becomes a serions maltet 
to those who love their country and 
form of go"ernment that res-Is upon 
the principles contained in the declara- 
tion. 


There is included in perious mention 


of the declrtratiun as a platform a dec- 
laration that the principles therein de- 
clared require the support of the pa- 
triotic and a r^-nfflrnmnce by them in 
opoositton to those who are peeking 
tht-ir destruction ai pillars of govern- 
ment and supports to the rights of 
m-in. 


The opposition to the principles 


from which freedom and happiness re- 
ceive life is more active than is gen- 
erally understood by the people who 
love these principles. 


There is not a principle included in 


the declaration of rights that ia not. in 
some form assailed by the power that 
direct^ government under the present 
administration. It is absolutely under 
the direction of a power that is a Toe to 
man and being the enemy of man 
there ia not anything that secures the 
liberty of men that it will not de?troy 


It is not in sympathy with anything 


thiit gives to man freedom of action or 
protection auainet ist inroads 
upon 


the human family. Its objeoto to be 
attained by carrying forward its pur- 
poses are iu opposition to the rights 
of m;in, because it becomes necessary 
to secure and protect its purpose?, 
that man »nd his rights should be 
under its dominion and control, and 
that man should be dependent upon it 
as a servant is dependent upon those 
who employ him. 


Iu the fact of dependence upon the 


mmey power in which ttate it willo 
man shall be, there is included the 
cause which is at work to destroy the 
independence of the people, and to 
destroy their independence it has be- 
came necessary to remove from uctive 
work the principles there nra now 
active because of the support they re- 
ceive from the declaration made by 
the colonies and which were given to 
posterity. 


The whole work of the power that is 


controlling the administration is in 
opposition to the rights of the people 
as declared by the Declaration of In- 
dependence, which rights aud their 
active operation have made toe United 
Scales all they ere to a liburty loving 
peoplf.

LONDON, February 10, 3:50 A. M.—All England now find* 


no escape from the conviction that the third and most promis- 
ing attempt to relieve Ladysrnith has resulted in utter and ir- 


retievable failure.' 


The few utterances that come from officials of the War Of- 


fice only assist in confirming the opinion that the task of car- 
rying the strong Boer positions directly north of the Tugela 


river was too much for the British commander with the guns 


and troops at his disposal. 


The rough country over which the heavy ordnance had to 


be transported made it an" herculean task for the men and 


beasts. 
The effectiveness of the British fire was not helped by 


the hastily prepared positions. 
At any rate, further advance 


was found to be impractable.at this time and the public is pre- 


pared for further bad news. 


Boer reinforcements are arriving at Koodoorsberg from 


Magersfontein and General Methune has been ordered to re- 


" turn his entire force to the Modder river. 


Kimberly was shelled all day yesterday by the Boers, but 


the field correspondent of the London Times reports that no 


fatalities occurred. 


The most authoritive opinion in London is to the effect 


that an endeavor will be made to force the line of Orange riv- 
er before Wednesday next, possibly by Monday.

Order to Obtain Natural Repose. 
Various Alluientg and the Po»ture«

Positions that woo sleep in victims 


of Insomnia is an Interesting study 
made by a well known metropolitan 
physician, 
Whitman 
V. White ot 


Brooklyn. Dr. White Is a specialist 
on nervous diseases and In a mild 
but emphatic manner scores his pro- 
fessional brethren for their free admin- 
istration of narcotics. He denounces 
the practice as unnecessarily taxing 
on the disorganized systems of insom- 
nia patients in many cases. 
In his 


own experience he has found a simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce increas- 
ed symptoms. 


"Through a study based on the lawa 


of physiology in human anatomy ex- 
tending over a period of a dozen or 
more years 1 have learned that under, 
certain physical malconditions," said 
the physician, "the subject may be 
given relief by assuming positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected parts serve as a natural 
somnolent agency. 
It will be readily 


understood that a constrained position 
will tend to prevent natural repose, 
while a comfortable one will woo It 
But what may In most cases seem ta 
be a position of ease may in reality be 
the reverse. 


"For Instance, a dyspeptic will rest 


more easily lying on tbe right side for 
the simple reason that In that position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach and Into the intestines, while 
if lying on the opposite side that or- 
gan, in its weakened state, has to per- 
form an uphill process of digestion. 
This Is amply sufficient to produce in- 
somnia. 


"Lying flat on the back, with the 


limbs relaxed, would seem to secura 
the greatest amount of rest for the 
muscular system, whether In good 
health or illness. Such is tbe position 
advocated by physicians generally in 
the most exhausting diseases, and it 
is hailed as a sign of rapid recovery 
when a patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side. But at the same 
time there are several disadvantages 
in the supine posture which impair or 
embarrass sleep, whether in case of 
severe illness or ordinary health. Thus 
in weakly states of tnc heart or blood 
vessels and certain morbid conditions 
of the brain the blood seems to gravi- 
tate to the back of the head and to ac- 
cordingly produce troublesome dreams.
